2. Emergency bills are excluded from the provisions of section one. 

An emergency bill shall be defined as a necessary piece of legislation 
that extenuating, circumstances necessitate its immediate consideration 
by the senate, and, 

3. An emergency bill shall require a 2/3 (two-thirds) vote of the 
senators present in order to be placed on the floor of the senate for 
consideration.
